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APRIL 16—CONCERT 


The Annual Spring Concert by 
the Andover Male Choir which will 
be held in the Memorial Auditorium 
on April 16 will feature Gerard 
Gustav Haft, talented Dutch con- 
ductor and ’cellist, in addition to 
the Amphion Club of Melrose. Two 
weeks ago, Mr. Haft distinguished 
himself by the manner in which 
he conducted the Beethoven pro- 
gram played by the Lawrence 
Alumni Symphony Orchestra. 

Mr. Haft was born in Rotterdam, 
Holland, and at an early age the 
‘cello was his chosen instrument. 
At ithe age of 11, he began situdy- 
ing under the direction of Hol- 
land’s most famous ’cellist, Oscar 
Bberle, a member of the Rotter- 
dam Conservatory of Music. When 
fifteen, he gave a concert at the 


Doelen Hall, Rotterdam, and a 
year later he was awarded the 
diploma in counterpoint, qdompo- 


sition and piano at the Conserva- 
tory—an unusual tribute to his 
musical genius. 

Mr. Haft’s first engagement with 
an orchestra was in 1925 when he 
toured Europe with the ballet or- 
chestra, Pavlova, appearing many 
times at the Royal Courts. 

In 1933, at the age of 26, Mr. Haft 
was appointed ‘the conductor of the 
Wassenarsche Orkest Vereeniging 
at The Hague. Two years later he 
left in order to associate himself 
with Professor Bruno Walter, and 
not long after he was awarded the 
unusual Mozarteum diploma, mak- 
ing him one of very few to receive 
this honor. ; 

Gerard Haft will appear as ’cello 
soloist for the Male Choir and has 
arranged to play several selections 
with Miss Marion L. Abbott, who 
will accompany him at the piano. 
He will also be one of the trio in- 
cluding George Walton, clarinetist, 
and Miss Abbott, pianist. Mr. Wal- 
ton has appeared with the Male 
Choir in many of its concerts and 
was, for many years, the soloist 
for the 5th West Riding Regiment 
Band of Yorkshire, England, and 
has played with the Hampton 
Beach Concert Band for several 
seasons.

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“Decorative Textiles” is the title 
of the exhibition which may now 
be seen at the Addison Gallery. 
This exhibition is one of a series 
arranged by the Gallery for the 
particular interest of the indus- 
trial neighborhood as well as of 


Sthe community of Phillips Acad- 


emy. It includes samples of fab- 
rics from three countries ranging 
in date from the 18th to the 20th 
centuries and shows the wide va- 
riety of textile design during this 
period. There are designs made 
by machine and hand, woven and 
printed with both illustrative and 
abstract patterns. 

The earliest pieces in the ex- 
hibition were made in France at 
the end of the 18th century. They 
are printed cottons with American 
historical subjects and are called 
“Toiles de Jouy” or cloth from 
Jouy, named for the town in which 
they were first manufactured. At 
this period trade between France 


and America was growing, and 
French designers realized that 
Americans might well purchase 


fabrics for chair coverings and cur- 
tains which were printed with his- 
torical scenes of their country. 
The material proved to be so popu- 
lar that before long copies of it 
were made in England and later in 
America. ‘Samples of all these 
types which have been assembled 
by Mrs. Agnes J. Holden of New 
York, make up a part of the ex- 
hibition at the Addison Gallery. 
Furniture owned by residents of 
Andover has generously been lent 
to the Gallery to form a setting for

nearer the High street dump than 
the center of population is to the 
Greenwood road dump, much 
nearer. 

Some of the residents along
